The library has been open every Saturday afternoon during 
the year.

SCHOOL REPORT 


For THE YEAR ENDING AUGUST 1, IQOI. 


To the Citizens of Auburn: 


The following is presented as the annual report of the 
School Board of Auburn: 


Seven schools were taught in town during the spring term, 
and six during the fall and winter terms; the pupils in No. 5 
being transported to No. 1, as there was not a sufficient num- 
ber to warrant running both. 

The schools in Nos. 6, 7 and 8, were closed early in the 
winter term as, owing to rough weather, a sufficient number 
could not attend to render it practicable to run them longer. 

Your board decided early in the spring that a new supply 
of school books was imperatively needed throughout the 
‘town. Accordingly, we purchased an entire new supply of 
Readers, Arithmetics, Geographies and Histories and placed 
several of Rand McNally & Co’s Maps in each school room. 
This has made our book and+supply bill larger than usual, 
but if the books are properly cared for, it will be several 
years before it will be necessary to replace them. We are 
glad to say that on the whole, the scholars are very ‘careful 
in the use of these books. 

We have been much pleased with the work of our teachers 
and believe they have done their work faithfully and well. 

We notice, on some of the registers, names of pupils who 
have a larger number of absent tnarks ayzainst them than 
seems to be necessary, and would urge upon parents the im- 
portance of regular attendance, if the, pupil is to get the great- 
est amount of good from our schools. 

Closets, to hold school books, etc., when not in use, have 
been placed in each of the school rooms as lacked them. 
Blackboards have been replaced in twe houses. No. 2 
school room has been replastered and repapered and a fence 
built around the yard. There have been a large number of 
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small repairs rnade, such as papering, shingling, locks, new: 
thresholds, stovepipe, seats, etc. Stock is on hand to re- 
pair the foundations of such houses as need it.
